MAX "ELITCHER advised that he was born September 1, .1918 
in New York City. Ho attended the College of the City of New York from 
193U until June,' 1938 and was graduated with a Degree of Bachelor of 
Electrical Engineering, He vas employed in the Bureau of Ordnance, Navy 
Department, Washington, D„ C., from 1938 until 19 W, at which time he re- 
signed to accept employment with the Reeves Instrument Corporation, 21$ 
East 91st Street, New York City, as an engineer. 

MAX ELITCHER stated that he had Joined the ..Communist , 
Party sometime in 1939 in Washington, D. C. and v.as active in Party ac- 
tivities until sometime in 191*8, just prior to his coming to New York. 

In a signed statement dated July 20, 1950 MAX ELITCHER 
admitted that JULIUS ROSENBERG contacted him during the Summer of 1 9hh at 
his home in Washington, D. C. and attempted to recruit him inte a Soviet 
espionage network. ELITCHER stated that ROSENBERG asked him to furnish 
reports and drav/ings on the work he was doing at the Bureau of Ordnance, 
Navy Department, Waslungton, D. C. ELITCHER stated that at that time ha 
Jiad access to confidential information. He said lie did not flatly refuse 
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ROSENBERG but put him off v.lth vague excuses. As a result, his relation- 
ship vith ROSENBERG continued from the Summer of X9bh until the Spring of 
19i»8. ELITCHER stated that he saw ROSENBERG approximately six times during 
this period and on each occasion ROSENBERG renewed his request of ELITCHER 
for information. ELITCHER denied that he had ever furnished information 
to ROSENBERG, either orally or in writing er in any form, during his asso- 
ciation with him. 


JULIUS ROSENBERG 


On June 16, 1950 DAVID^GREENGLASS was arrested by Agents 
of the New York Office and later charged by indictment in the District of 
New Mexico with violation of the/ Espionage Statutes in connection with his 
admitted transmission to HARRyNjOLD of certain classified data relating to 
the Atonic tomb Project at Los Alamos, New Mexico. HARRY GOLD was arrested 
in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania by Agents of that office, and pled guilty to 
a violation of the Espionage Statutes. He is currently awaiting sentence. 

DAVID GREENGLASS and his wife, RUffi^GREENGUSS, have 
advised that they were recruited to work in the Soviet espionage apparatus 
by JULIUS H0SENLE ! ?G, a brother-in-law of DAVID GRE2NGLISS. 

JULIUS ROSEN JERG was arrested by Agents of the New York 
Office on July 17, 1?50 and is currently under $100,000.00 bail pending 
action by the Federal Grand Jury, Southern District of New York. 

Doth DAVID and IiUTH GREENGLASS learned through conversa- 
tions with JULIUS ROSENBERG, during the period from 191*6 to 1950, that he 
was extensively engaged in Soviet espionage. 


MORTON SOBELL 


MAX ELITCHER, in a signed statement dated July 21, 1950, 
advised that he had been told by JULIUS ROSENBERG that MORTON S01ELL was 
cooperating with ROSENLEHG in obtaining information for the Russians. 
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The records of the Reeves Instrument Corporation, 215 
East 91st Street, New York City, reflect that SO CELL was born on .April U, 
1917 in New York City. He attended the College of the City of New York 
from 1934 to 1938 and was graduated v.ith a techelor of Electrical Engineering 
Degree* He attended the University of Michigan from 1941 to 1942 and re- 
ceived a Master's Degree in Electrical Engineering. He was employed from 
January, 1939 to October, 1940 by the Bureau of Ordnance, Navy Department, 
Washington, D. C., as an engineer. He was enployed from June* 1942 to 
June, 1947 by the General Electric Company, Schenectady, New York, as an 
engineer. He was employed from June 16, 1947 to the present by the Reeves 
Instrument Corporation, 2l£ East 9 1st Street, New York City, as an Eleo- 
trical Engineer. 


MAX ELITCHER, a neighbor of SOBELL'S, has advised that 
. he vas induced to join the Communist Party in Washington, D. C. in 1939 
by HORTON SO HELL, at which time SOSELL told ELITCHER that he, himself, 
was a member of the Communist Party. 

SOHELL resides at 164-17 73rd Avenue, Flushing, New York* , 
The. records of American Airlines, LaGuardla Field, Now Ycrk, reflect that he 
left- the United States on June 22, 1990, for Mexico City. 

INFORMATION FURNISHED BY MAX ELITCHER 


REGARDING STANLEY RICH 


MIX ELITCHER stated tiiat he recalled STANLEY RICH as 
living been a student in the Engineering School at the City College of New 
York at the tine he was attending. He believed that RICH graduated from 
City College of New York in June, 1938, with an Engineering Degree. 

ELITCHER recalled RICH as having been a "Leftist" tihile 
on the campus at City College and added that RICH had exhibited the same 
tendencies when he went to Washington, D. C. in the latter part of 1938 
.or early 1939 to work at the Bureau of Ordnance of the Navy Department. 

ELITCHER stated that he resided with RICH at 1316 
Delaficld Place, VJashingeon, D. C. for a period of about three months 
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tor-urd the end of 1938 and the beginning of 1939* and this period ms 
shortly after both RICH and EL IT CHER had obtained employment with the 
Bureau of Ordnance, Navy Department. 

ELITCKER stated that he could say that RICH ms a "pro- 
gressive” individual in Washington, but ELITCHER did not know whether RICH 
was a member of the Communist Farty vhile in Washington, D. C. 

ELITCHER advised that RICH did not remain for a long per- 
iod of time v/ith the Navy Department, but left after about a year or a 
yoar and a half when he obtained a new job* ELITCHER stated that he did 
not sec RICH again until some time in 1945 when he, ELITCHER, went to 
Boston, Massachusetts on business for the Bureau of Ordnance, Navy Dapart- 
nent, and happened to meet STANLEY RICH. ELITCHER stated at that time RICH 
was working at the Submarine Signal Corporation in Boston, Massachusetts, 
on underwater sonic devices. EUTCIiER stated that his meeting with RICH 
was an accidental one and he added that to the best of his knowledge RICH 
is still vforking in Boston. 

ELITCHER further advised that about one year ago he oaw 
an article written by STANLEY RICH vhich had been published in a professional 
magazine called "Electronics." 

ELITCHER advised that RICH had known of JULIUS ROSENEEEG 
and ’■ORTON SO HELL while ho, RICH, attended the College of the City of New. 
York. In this connection, ELITCHER stated tiiat subsequent to his meeting 
with RICH in Boston, Massachusetts in 1945 he mentioned to SOBELL that he 
had ret STANLEY RICH. Sometime thereafter, at a social gathering, someone, 
according to ELITCHER, brought STANLEY RICH*S name into the conversation, 
at which point somebody present, possibly S0H5LL, stated that RICH had 
deviated from his leftist attitude and viewpoint. ELITCHER stated that it 
was his recollection that MORTON SOBELL seemed to know what kind of work 
STANLEY RICH was doing and ELITCHER stated he got the distinct impression 
that somebody had been in touch with STANLEY RICH. ELITCHER further pointed 
out that RICH'S name was thereafter dropped from the conversation very 
abruptly. 

MAX EL ETCHER stated it was his over-all impression that 
RICH was probably a member of the Communist Party, but he added that he 
could not substantiate this belief with any proof. He said that in view 
of the references to RICH to the effect that he had deviated from his left- 
ist tendencies lie felt possibly RICH had broken from the Communist Party 
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line completely. On the other hand, ELITCHER speculated that it waa en- 
tirely possible that RICH night have given up his leftist associations 
in order to engage in espionage sort. He pointed out in this connection 
ROSENBERG’S suggestion to him at one tine that he, ELITCHER, should drop 
out of all union activities and stay out of the limelight should he agree 
to work with ROSENBERG by furnishing confidential information. ELITCHER 
stated that this was all speculation on his part and that he had no direct 
knowledge of RICH’S possible involvement with ROSENBERG in ROSENBERG’S . 
espionage network. , _ „ , ;= . 

ELITCHER did not know if RICH was ever contacted by 
JULIUS ROSENBERG or by MORTON SOBELL. — * 



ACTIVITY OF STANLEY RICH AT 
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students in the class of the College of the City of Mew York carried on an 
intensive recruiting program and it was his impression that RICH was the 
leader in this activity* 

Informant stated that the last time he had heard anything 
about STANLEY RICH, RICH had obtained a position of some importance with 
the United States iiavy. Informant felt that in the event this was true, 
RICH would li3ve been a good contact for an espionage ring if he had re- 
mained a Communist.

Radio Engineer, Industrial Department, Planning Division, Kavy Yard, New 
York City. On June 1, 19U1 he was promoted to the position of Assistant 
Radio Engineer in the Radio ilaterial Office, Planning Division, and re- 
signed from this position effective Juno 10, I9b3, to accept employment 
with the National Defense Research Committee, Underwater Sound Laboratory, 
Cambridge, j&ssachusetts. RICH*S personnel file reflected the following 
additional informations 


From 1931 until 1935 he was self -employed doing odd 
electrical jobs in the neighborhood. From September, 1935 until June, 1938 
he was employed as a laboratory assistant in the Comm uni cations Laboratory,' 
School of Technology, College of the City of New York, From June, 1937 
until October, 1937 he was employed as a technical consultant by the Sun 
Radio Company, 22?

It is to be pointed out that JULIUS ROSENBERG moved into 
10 Monroe Street, Net; York City, on April 1$, 19i|2, where RICH resided from 
February, I960 until Fay, 19 hi. During the time that ROSENBERG resided 
at 10 Monroe Street, New York City, RICH ms residing at LO Monroe Street, 
which address is located in Knickerbocker Village, New York City. 


The records of the College of the City of New York, 137th 
Street and Convent Avenue, New York City, checked by SA Robert J. Burton, 
reflect., d that STANLEY RO IEKT RICH entered the College of the City of New 
York on September 15, 1933 and ms graduated with a Bachelor of Electrical 
Engineering Degree on June 22, 1930. The same records reflected that 
RICH’S father m3 MORTil&N^ICH, who was born in Russia and naturalized in 
1899. RICH’S birth date, 'according to these records, vias listed as 
October 21, 1917* His address during this period was listed as iiU Seaman 
Avenue, Hu-.; York City. 

A transcript of RICH’S college record was forwarded to 
rrooklyn Polytechnic. Institute on September 13, 192*1 and another transcript 
was forwarded to Harvard University on November 2, 19 U5* 

Subject is now in business at 673 Connecticut Boulevard, 
East Hartford, Connecticut, under the name Rich-Roth Laboratories. He re- 
sides at the Young Men’s.. Christian Association, Hartford, Connecticut, while 
a permanent home is being built at V'ost Hartford, Connecticut.
